The heads are round, very solid and exceptionally larse for an early variety, aver- 
ing from 5 to 8 pounds in weight. It is short stemmed but makes a vigorous, compact 
growth, with but a few outer leaves, which are medium light green. The solidity of 
the head, excellent flavor and extreme earliness ali combine to make it one of the 
most desirable early cabbage.
